Maw- 
worms,  caufe  palenefs  in  the  face,  itching  in  the  nofe, 
hollownefs  in  the  eyes,  gnawing  pains  in  the  domach 
efpecially  in  the  morning,  being  defirous  of  frefli  nou- 
rifhment  5  thefe  vermin  have  legs  and  joints,  fome 
forked  tails,  &c.  Heart- worms*  caufe  fevers,  con- 
vulfions,  fits,  confumptions,  fhortnefs  of  breath,  wad¬ 
ing  and  pining  of  the  body,  continual  third,  fwelled 
bellies,  white  thick  urine,  fudden  death  is  often  caufed 
by  thefe  worms.
